The Board of Education respectfully submit the following 
report for the year ending March 14th, 1876. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 


This school was taught through the year by Miss Alice W. 
Batchelder of Hampton, with success, and we believe the 
reputation of the school was maintained. 

The different degrees of advancement by the various schol- 
ars and the variety of branches taught in this as in every 
country school, make its tuition a laborious task, but the 
duty was promptly met. ,
